DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claim 1-6 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 1 specifies 
"at least one suction". It is indefinite as to what structure provides that function. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 
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Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over USP 6,656,017 (Jackson). 

The claims are replete with structural elements defined by process limitations, 
i.e., "detection means into which a reticle can be introduced from one feed side of the 
detection unit"; "feeding device, which is provided solely for exchanging a reticle 
between the cleaning unit and the detection unit". 

While features of an apparatus may be recited either structurally or functionally, 
claims directed to >an< apparatus must be distinguished from the prior art in terms of 
structure rather than function. >ln re Schreiber, 128 F.3d 1473, 1477-78, 44 USPQ2d 
1429, 1431-32 (Fed. Cir. 1997) "[Apparatus claims cover what a device is, not what a 
device does." Hewlett-Packard Co. v. Bausch & Lomb Inc., 909 F.2d 1464, 1469, 15 
USPQ2d 1525, 1528 (Fed. Cir. 1990). Accordingly, it is recommended that applicant 
amend the claims such that the structural element is constructed so as to provide the 
desired function. For example, "a detection means constructed so that a reticle can be 
introduced from one feed side of the detection unit...". 

Figure 4a illustrates the embodiment which is considered to read on the claimed 
invention. The purpose of the device is to provide a controlled micro-environment for the 
processing of electronic components (col. 2, lines 61-64; col. 3, lines 1-5; col. 3, lines 
21-25) which reads on a controlled atmosphere. The device is for cleaning photodiodes 
(24) positioned on a carrier (28a) which is transported via feeding device (86) into the 
first opening (46) of cleaning unit (44), the unit (44) having a gas inlet (72) which sprays 
a cleaning gas across the diodes (24) and exits a suction means (48) and a detection 
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means (100) having a feed side adjacent the outlet (48). Since the (46) opening of the 
cleaning unit (44) is positioned relative to the detection means as is described in the 
application, their relative position is considered to be "opposite each other". "Reticles" 
are considered to include the disclosed photodiodes (24). Regarding a "closable 
housing" the reference discloses a clean cell (44) having an inlet port (46) and outlet 
port (48). The clean cell (44) is considered to be as "closable" as applicants housing. 

Alternatively, the reference discloses a 'batch" processing configuration (fig. 1a) 
which has a closed housing for the cleaning and detection as opposed to the in-line 
processing. Accordingly, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to use the 
clean cell (44) and inspection system (88,100) of figure 4a in a batch processing 
configuration as shown in figure 1a in the interest in employing a less complex and 
costly system. 

Response to Arguments 

The terminal disclaimer filed 1/29/07 has been approved and the double 
patenting rejection withdrawn. 

Applicant's argument that WO 02/01292 fails to teach or suggest the 
arrangement (on opposite sides) of the feed side of the detection device and the first 
opening of the cleaning chamber is persuasive and the rejection withdrawn.
